occurrence of similar evils; does no good to the offender, and does positively

wound the feelings, not only of the reproved, but of the reprover, therefore it is 
better to let the necessary, unavoidable, incidental trespasses of every day pass 
unheeded, To quench such evils and wrong doings, is in my opinion like aim- 
ing to obliterate the sun because the light dazzles our eyes—just as much an 
impossibility. It is pleasant to find ourselves advancing in grace, stepping. 
higher, or what seems better to express the thing, getting lower in self-humil- 
intion. Tam satisfied it is not grace, it is not the spirit of Christ, that causes 
these frettings and rebukes, butthey come rather from the pride and haughtiness 
ofour hearts. As T have read Madam Guion in-times past, [ have been much 
perplexed to know how she could so welcome evil, and even seem to rejoice In 
tribulations. Ifow Paul could do it, T could understand. He was filled with 
triumphant joy—he was doing great things—had great success ; evidently the — 
Lord was with him, and the perils he encountered under such circumstances 
were reckoned of no account. But Madam Guion, at the time to which I refer, 
was shut up in domestic life, encountering very peculiar and multiplied and try- 
ing domestic every day crievances—the members of her own household her tor- 
enters, She was afflicted also in her own person, and-also suffered the loss 
of property. Yet she rejoiced in all. How can this be, LT have asked; it is be- 
yond my depth, TL cannot comprehend it. Of late, [ have had some clearer in- 
sight, some shade of experience, which helps me to understand better the na- 
ture of the case. She welcomed these tribulations as the providence of God— 
result of our state of sin—a necessary attendant upon fallen human existence ; 
and as having a tendency to lead us from the creature to the only good and 
holy Lord God. By tribulations she was not only cut off from the world, from 
all human ties, but brought also to the great Centre of good, She experienced 
inore happiness in God, more joy in communion with him, than she could pos- 
sibly have done had she been less tried and afflicted.

‘ases We have ample proof for our faith. Christ speaks, and we are 
: beheve what he has declared. Believe now, brother, and the 
work is done. Christ will then say, * Thy faith hath saved thee, 
vo in peace.” | 

M. But is a man to believe what he does not feel and know? 
Can we not know and feel when this work is done ? 

K. Surely we can: but we do not say we will either feel or 
Know it immediately. But to your first question— Is a man to 
believe what he does not now feel and know 2”) Lansw er, he most 
assuredly must: * The kingdom of God,” you know, * is not of ob- 
servation,” neither is it of works that we can do. We must 
repent, brother M., ’tis true, in order to believe. But here is no 
Work of merit. ‘This is all God requires of any man in coming to 
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FAITH AND SANCTIFICATION. 105 
him. So simple is the way, and so easy too, to those who do it 
willingly and heartily. Tlaving repented, we need not wait a 
moment longer, but just now believe. After this we shall know 
(if we follow on to know the Lord’’) that we have indeed * passed 
from death unto life,’ and been “cleansed from all unrighteous- 
ness.” We shall likewise Anow, if we are faithful (1. e. if we con- 
tinue steadfast in faith), indubitably that we love God supremely, 
and God loves us infinitely in return. This knowledge will also 
make us abundantly feeling. We shall feel peaceful, joyous, or 
triumphant, as may best promote God's glory and our good. But 
remember, this knowledge or these feelings are but legitimate 
fruits of faith. Faith first, and these will follow as the invariable 
result of our believing. ‘“ We are saved by faith.” Believe then 
and live. Begin now to “ live by faith.” 

M. My brother, this appears very simple and plain, but how 
are we to realize that the very things we now ask for according to 
the will of God, that we now receive them: If we ask to be 
cleansed “ from all unrighteousness,’ and to be cleansed ‘this mo-. 
ment, what is to be the sign that we are cleansed from this mo- 
ment: | | 

kK. Neither are we, my dear brother, to be governed by signs 
incoming to Jesus, either in being justified or cleansed from all 
unrighteousness. But having believed, we must continue to be- 
lieve. Neither must we in the least doubt or waver in faith, if we 
would receive and retain this grace: James 1. 6,7. What [ now 
say answers the same in the reception of any grace from God ; 
but we are more immediately talking about sanctification or full 
redemption through faith in Jesus Christ. The principle here 
how Is, we must believe and continue to believe most steadfastly. 

M. But how long must we continue to believe ? | 

Kk. ven unto the end. Having believed with a heart unto 
righteousness, we must then wait the manifestation of God’s glory, 
to wit, the full redemption of the soul. If we patiently wait on 
the Lord, it will not be long until we know that we are pardoned, 
adopted, and fully sanctified. | 

M. Yet how can I rest in the belief that this very work is go- 


ing on, or Is now completed, when IT cannot behold it and see the 
inumediate fruits of it? 


K. Brother M., do you wish. still to see how God sanetifies the 
heart: Is it your earnest desire, then, not only to see your heart 
changed, but to behold the very hand that changes, sanctifies, 
and cleanses it: Ah, how much like a doubting Thomas ' 
Wherefore dost thou doubt?’ Stretch forth that withered 
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arm in the name of the God of Israel, and it shall-be made perfect- 
ly whole.“ Be not faithless, but believe.” 

M. Will God then justify and sanetify any without faith ; 1. e. 
by giving them such sensible demonstrations of love and forg Five- 
ness, without an exercise of faith as in the case of Thomas? 

K. Verily no: this ts the only medium of our salvation. — It is 
God's plan in redeeming sinners. It is a plain, simple, casy way, 
thank heaven! God cannot alter or reverse it, no more than he 
can change : and he is immutable. Poor, doubting Thomas, after 
all believed (when he saw), but how much more blessed are they 
who never saw and yet believe. — 

M. But Brother K., faith still appears hard to cet at—to em- 
brace the fulness of God implies somuch. ‘To embrace God thus 


by faith is it not like one who Jaunched out into the water, and: 
struggling to swim is saved, or despairing sinks and 1s lost ¢ 
K. You have happily hit upon another excellent illustration of — 


the subject. It is just so precisely in coming to God, Remember 
Peter. Tfow easily and securely could he have walked to Christ 
had he believed firmly and steadfastly! But his faith failed—he 
began to sink and cried out, * Lord save or [ perish! Christ in 


~mercy reached forth his hand and saved him. The power to be- 


lieve is given us of God, but the act to believe is all our own. 


The object of faith is full redemption through the Crucified, and | 


the fruits of it are holiness, happiness, and heaven. 


M. ‘This, dear Brother, appears plain and scriptural ; but now 


tell me what faith is more or less than to believe w—believe now, 
and believe unto full salvation. 

K. Faith then implies nothing more nor less — a firm, set- 
tled, unwavering belief in God's promises, the merits of the 
great atonement, and the direct application of his own blood to 
your own. individual case. ‘This is simple, Scriptural, Evangeli- 
cal, saving faith. 

M. Can you not illustrate it, brother, and make it still plainer 
to my mind, and easier for me to embrace it in all its fulness ¢ 

kK. Yes; let us try: brother B. is a faithful man; he has a 
heart of benevolence, charity, kindness, and unbounded liberality. 
He pities the poor and has vifts to confer; he sympathizes w ith 
the distressed, and is ever re: dy to reheve them. Not only so, but 
brother B. makes it publicly known that all who desire charities, 
coming themselves and asking, shall have whatever they want. 
Now would any come and be afraid to ask or shrink from so. oa 
a friend, lest he should not confer the needed sood: Verily, 
they would come with confidence, with assurance, and they knee: 
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ing he would not deny any thing desired) would ask fe arle aly and 


freely. This you may term (if you please) natural faith. Just 


so the child of God comes to a far more faithful friend—cven the 
Father through Christ. He is unbounded love, infinite merey, and _ 
unparalleled goodness. He has never failed to fulfil his promises 

his stores are opened to all—they arc vast and free: he ever 
stands and waits to give—he is ready to confer upon all who come 
with humble boldness: none have ever been rejected or turned 
There need be no doubts, no fears, no hesitancy. 
He will, he ynust give—his eternal Godhead is pledged to do it, 


aand he w do it if vou ask him believing. Tf then your Fathers 


or friends by nature, evil and fallen, “know how to give good 
cifts, how much more shall your Father which is in heave nh give 
wood things to them that ask him.” Matt. vi. 11.0 Try it and 
see, 

M. I sincerely thank you for the pains you have taken in ex- 
plaining the difficulty to me—for faith has always been a dark in- 
comprehensible thing to me before; T now see it more clearly. It 
Is but to come to Christ and reecive what he freely gives, without 


asking any questions about it, or wandering if he is ready and 


worthy to receive it. T see it now, O LT see as T never saw before ! 
Present faith brings present blessings. ‘The way is so plain that 
the most simple * need not err therein.’ But there is one things 
more, brother, T wish you to explain. Do you not tacitly, yes 
plainly say that we realise the evidence of sanetifying grace, or 
the witness of the spirit by blessing the work already accom- 
plishe 

K. | do not say this is the way in all cases, but with many it 
is—this implies nothing more than that our pardon is sealed be- 
fore we realize it, our sins forgiven’ before we know it by the 
spirit, and our prayers answered ere we receive the evidence of it. 
This 1 Is nothing marvellous, 

M. But, my Brother, is this orthodox? Is this not holding a 
heresy : Are not our standard works on Methodism opposed to 
such a views And above all, isit Seriptural ? 

K. ‘Po your first question [answer aflirmatively—to the second 
negative ly —to the third negatively, and to the fourth affirmative ‘ly. 
It you doubt. eXamime for VOurse If Wesle y, W atson, Ile tcher, 
Ciark, &ce. We have time only to make a quotation Sli W esley 
and Pletcher alone—that may suflice. Wesley’s works abound 
With scntiments equivolent to the following from one of his admi- 
rable hymns : 
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“ Believe on him who died for thee ; and sure as he hath died, 
Thy debt is paid, thy soul is free, and thou art justified.” 


Mr. Fletcher observes, “ As when you reckon with your creditor 
or with your host, and as when you have paid all, you reckon 
vourself free: so now reckon with God. Jesus hath paid all for 
thee! Hath purchased thy pardon and holiness. Therefore it 
is God’s command: reckon thyself indeed dead unto sin; and 
thou art alive unto God from this hour! O begin—begin to reckon 
now! Fear not! Believe, believe, believe! And continue to be- 
lieve every moment; so shalt thou be free.” Examine carefully 
the following Scriptural texts, that all bear testimony to a present 
salvation: Isa. Inv. 24: Jer. xxix. 12,13: Dan. ix. 20, 23; Matt. 
vii. 7, 8; Mark vi, 22, 24: 1 John vy. 14. 15, and many others of 
similar import. These Scriptures clearly show that our salvation 1s 
not only a present one, but the very hour we pray to God believ- 


ing, We are heard, and our prayers are answered, and we are par- 


doned and set free. Then it is our privilege, brother, to believe 
the prayer of faith is alrays answered. It is impossible for it to 
be otherwise. Then we may also believe we are pardoned, and 
await tll God's Spirit bears the witness and gives us the seal ot 
our discipleship. Then above all things, faith in God!”

CATHARINE ADORNA.. 
BY DR. UPHAM. 


© Iw this little volume, we truly have what the author promises. 
namely, an explanation and illustration of the doctrine of holiness. 
It would be a great favor to the inquirer after holiness to be put 
in possession of an authenticated account of one whose experience 
seems to be a very confirmation of the truth of this great doctrine, 
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if there were nothing further: but having as we do here, the 
remarks of the deeply experienced author Interspersed all along, 
elucidating what may appear dark, simplifying what may appear 
abstruse, and giving sublimity to what is already simple, at the 
same time leading the mind onward to sce the origin and tendency 
of the principles which formed the basis of the clevated experience 
of the subject of the memoir.—the whole taken together, must be 
estimated a rich treasure. As for mysclf, T cannot read many 
pages of this truly spiritual book, without experiencine something 
of the rapturous, Some parts of if especially, (1 would not 
assume to say all parts) are so coincident with my own experience, 
that I cannot forbear dwelling upon them. 

At the commencement of chapter second, we have an account 
of Madame Adorna’s separation from the world. Ifere she seems 
to have entered into the first degree of consecration. We here 
measure degrees, by the spiritual capacity of the mind, At first 
the spiritual capacity must of course be small. The light by 
which the soul at this time examines itself, is so dim compared 
with what afterwards shines into it, that it can see but little af 
what it has to conseerate. Tt follows then that the consecration — 
of him or her who would live a_ holy life, must not only be con- 
tinued, but must be continually enlarging. It seems that this 
eminent woman, after suffering much in her mind under a sense 
of the sinfulness of sin, experienced while conversing with a pious 
person, a sudden and remarkable exercise, agreeing with what we 
eall the instantaneous work of sanctification, | 

Our author says— It was an experience so sudden, so marked, 
so powerful, as compared with any thing before, that it may be 
regarded as constituting an era in her religious life. The love of 
Giod was so powerfully shed abroad in her heart, accompanied 
with such views of her own wretchedness on the one hand and of - 
God's goodness on the other, that she was unable to sustain her- 
self, and tell upon the floor. Whenshe came to herself she found 
her soul inwardly attracted to God with so much vehemence that 
it was ditheult for her to continue the conversation in which she 
had been engaged.” Hear her own language on this occasion :—

that it gave her the entire victory ; but it placed her in the way to 
secure it. It gave her a clear perception of her own wretched- 
ness when left to herself. It convinced her of God’s willingness 
to sustain and bless all those, however wretched and sinful they 
may have been, who are willing to put their trust in him. — It gave 
a death blow not only to her fears and sorrows, but to those va- 
rious ties which had more or less linked her to the world, and had 
hitherto ‘perplexed the progress of. the inward life.” Here, it 
seems to me is a point, the due consideration of which would have 
saved many from doubts concerning the genuineness of their first 
experience which have resulted in their utter discouragement. By 
a misapprehension of the extent of this. instantaneous .work, they 
have supposed themselves to have at first the entire victory. After- 
wards finding their need of so much cultivation of the habits, as 
relates to both the natural and moral sensibilities, as well as to 
the outward expression, or manners; in short, finding so much 
to be done by the use of their own faculites under the invigorat- 


ing influences of the Divine presence, in order to secure, in the - 


broadest sense, victory in both the mental and physical nature, 
they have been led to undervalue the communication of that holy 
love which established them in God at once, and placed them in 
the way to secure perfect victory, And through a mistaken view 
of themselves, they have omitted the doing of this work, and the 
exercise of the faith required in connection with it, so that, 
through the reflex influence of improper habits upon the mind, 
little habits. though they may be, avenues have been opened for 
the enemy, and his way readily made into the very habitation 
which he was once compelled to leave. I know there must be 
differences in the cases of different persons at this point of expe- 
rience ; for some have, from childhood, been more careful about 
their mental and physical habits, in both the moral and social re- 
lations, than others. And some are in the process of self-cultiva- 


tion longer, after having separated themselves from the world, be-. 


fore realizing this remarkable operation of the Holy Ghost. Hence, 
some find the necessity of holding a more rigid hand in breaking 
up the strength of former unholy habits, after this instantaneous 
experience, than do others—though the former may have received 
an equal degree of grace with the latter, or even a greater degree ; 
for this necessity does not argue in the least, against the reality or 
greatness of the instantaneous work, but contrariwise ; this opera- 
tion has discovered to the soul the necessity of having all within 
and without, right before God and man. Habits, whether mental 
or physical, must be broken up very much as they are formed ;

that is, gradually ; yet the power of grace given at the moment 
when God purifies the soul from earthly passion, and illuminates it 
‘with the divine light of the Holy Spirit, makes this work of 
thorough cultivation, a very different thing from that attempted by 
the natural man, both as regards its progress, and the certainty of 
success, The one attempts it in his own strength, and is constant- 
ly warring with his own inclinations ; the other, not only attempts, 
but accomplishes, because encouraged in it by all the dispositions 
of his soul. and ade strong by the strength which is given by God. 
Nothing short of this strength can keep right the habits of

A WITNESS FOR TIE LORD. 


“Yr are my witnesses saith the Lord”—and should we not vie 
with each other in testifying of the wonders of his love—of the 
depth of the riches of his grace in Christ Jesus as we have proved 
it? And should not those of his children who have spent many 
years little to his praise, be especially zealous to improve the time 
that remains in more abundant labors to spread the savor of his 
name, and by every possible means bring others to the knowledge 
of his salvation The manner in which these inquiries have ap- 
pealed to my own heart, has induced me to attempt to tell them 
that fear the Lord “ what he hath done for my soul.’’ | 

Ata very carly age, he manifested himself unto me as he does 
not unto the world ; and for a considerable time I rejoiced in his 
stuile, having no doubts of my acceptance with him, But in the 
hour of temptation [| cast away my confidence, and for several 
years walked in darkness, with only occasional seasons of light and 
comfort, Sometimes | was near despair, but I often lived much 
in the spirit of the world, The fear of God kept me in the church, 
and a sense of propriety led me to conform to its requirements : 
but fused the means of grace with little faith, and prayed rather 
from a sense of duty than from any expectation that my prayers 
would be answered. Yet, such was the mercy that followed me, 
they were often answered in a manner that exceedingly bu - 
prised and humbled me. In the year 1820, a change of residences 
placed me in a society of living members, and the fires of devotion 
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that burned brightly every where around me, oceasionally kindled 
on my desponding heart ; but they were as often quenched by 
doubting and reasoning, which lad become almost as habitual to 
meas breathing. Thus [ continued, comparing my experience 
with every other T heard, and telling my perplexities to almost 
every Christian with whom [ conversed—at one time praying for 
conversion till my heart became harder than a rock ; and at ano- 
ther, with a lithe more confidence praying for a deeper work of 
grace ; till a series of temporal reverses brought me to feel deeply 
the need of greater spiritual strength. Without a firmer trast in 
the Providence of my heaventy Father, and a more pertect resiz- 
nation to his will, I found that [ could not be sustained. For 
these [ besought him early and late, till he heard and answered ; 
so that | could refer every event of every day to his care, and 
thank him for all things, whether painful or pleasurable. 1 now 
lived much in prayer, and sought to follow my Savior closely ; 
but ull this date [ believe [ had never thought of + entire sanc tifi- 
cation” as an attammment possible to me, 

In tees, having removed my residence to Cincinnati, IT sat un- 
der the ministry of one who in almost every sermon. presented 
this blessing as the glorious privilege of all believers ; and ap- 
pointed a special praver meeting for such of his charge as would 
seck it. [was one of the few that attended this memorable mect- 
ing; but alas for me! while one after another my companions 
stepped into the pool and were made whole, [ seemed to be * ever 
learning, and never able to come to the know ledge of the truth.” I 
mereased in strength—took a firmer hold on the throne of grace 


~—teft the things that were behind, and reached after those that 


were before—but in all this there was much of self-confidence, 
and of effort to work out a righteousness of my own. he 
crowded with mercies, passed away, while unbelief was stills 
much the habit of my soul'that I feared even to offer praise lost 
[ should express what | did not feel. Thus time rolled on and 
found me unhealed. 

At last, wearied with the length of the way, | began in the win- 
ter of 1842-3 to ery mightily that the Lord would cut short and 
finish his work in my heart. At this time T read in the Christian 
Advocate and Journal the Nos. entitled “Is there not a shorter 
way ©’ which greatly enlightened me respecting that to me per- 
plexing subject, * the way of faith.’ I now felt that like ancient 
Isracl 1 had traversed the wilderness to the borders of the pro- 
mised land, but that only the God of Israel could bring me over 
Jordan and give me possession, Here I tarried waiting for 
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“power from on high” till August. I then attended a camp 
meeting, where [I had few acquaintances, and little to engage my 
attention, or interrupt my efforts to enter this Canaan. In ap- 
proaching the ground I was blest, and felt that faith and hope were 
strengthened. The heavens seemed bowed almost to my reach, 
and every waking breath bore upward the prayer, ‘O Lord, give 
me a clean heart!’ I had laid all on the altar, and so intensely 
was T occupied in watching the sacrifice till it should be consum- 
ed, that I dreaded even the salutations of a friend, lest my heart 
should be for a moment diverted from its object. 
The day before the mecting was to close found me, as I thought, 
in a less devotional frame than I had been for.days. I had been 
compelled to be absent from the ground during a part of the meeting, 
and other circumstances had conspired to produce dissipation of 
mind. Perhaps [ was by this means brought to a more perfect 
consciousness of my utter helplessness. My purpose had not 
changed, nor my efforts relapsed ; but I could not now find, even 
in feeling, any ground for hope. In this state | went into the 
prayer meeting for mourners, on Wednesday, P. M., about five 
o'clock. The Lord was there to heal and to save. I found 
around me a few of those who were used to pray with and for me. 
One of them, a dear sister, began to exhort me to look up. I did 
look ; and quick as thought, was spoken to my inmost soul, “ If 
you ask bread will he give you a stone?’ It was as though a 
thunder touched my heart. A glimpse of the fullness of God was 
at the same instant presented to my now opened eye, and glory 
to God broke from my lips which had so long refused to speak his 
praise. [ wondered at myself, but had no idea that I had receiv- 
od the * long-sought blessing.” IT had expected the “kingdom of 
God to come with observation,” and was not prepared to receive 
tin any other way. But I felt that a change had passed upon 
me, and while the breathings of my soul still were for purity, the 
sky was perfectly clear above me and all was peace within. | 
About an hour after the congregation assembled at the stand for 
preaching. As [was kneeling during the first prayer I thought 
| shall meet sister on the ground in the morning, and ce 
spite of the tempter T will say, Tam an heir of God ; and at the 
thought my soul filled and overflowed with unutterable bliss. My 
heart hac become like the full vessel which runs over with the 
slightest motion, That was indeed a new life in which Hallelu- 
Jahs rose spontancous from a heart so long unused to notes of jo 
Yet I did not begin to apprehend what was this new state till the 
following Wednesday night, when at a society meeting | reteived 
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a more powerful baptism of the Iloly Spirit,and these words were 
applied to my heart, ** He that hath the Son hath fife.” T then 
began to see the way by which the Lord had led me, and with 


joyful surprise to exclaim — 
« Jesus, and all in him, is mine.” 


O what a world of life and of bliss did this single lesson open in 
my soul! But it was still months before T ventured to say T had 
received even the lowest degree of * perfect love ” —nor can T be 
sure that IT ever had those powerful manifestations which enable — 


me to say — 
‘Meridian evidence puts doubt to flight.” 


On the contrary, temptations to doubt (especially the extent of the 
work) have been perpetual. But I have resolved that, in’ the 
strength of grace, | will believe with sufficient evidence ; and 
as in former years, dishonor my God by looking for signs and

nts Will appear if we consider, 
. That there is a constant reason for as being holy, and 


roe fore they ought to be constantly holy. 

The constant reason for ther being holy, arises from their 
natural capacity. ‘They are endued with rational and mora! 
powers, Which render them capable of holy exercises. They 
know the difference between holy and unholy exercises, and 
are capable of fecling their moral obligation to exercise pure, holy, 
benevolent affections towards all the beings with whom they are 
concerned, and towards all the objects by Which they are. sur- 
rounded. "This knowledge of their duty lays them under constant 
obligation to do it. It is as right that they should be constantly 
holy, as that they should ever be holy. Their obligation never 
ceases ; and therefore they are constantly bound to fulfil. it. They

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always have reason to be holy. but never a reason to be unholy. 
So long, then, as they retain their natural and moral powers, they 
are under indispensable obligations to be holy in all manner of 
rsation, and godliness, 

The divine law requires Christians to be constantly and per- 
holy. 

The law saith to every one, “ Thou shalt love the Lord thy 
God with all thy heart, and with all thy soul, and with all thy 
mind. and with all thy strength, and thy neighbor as. thyself.” 
This law, which is founded in the nature of things, never has 
been, and never can be abrogated. It binds Christians at all times, 
and requires them to be constantly holy, and to exercise holy, and 
none but holy affections. It carrics their duty as high as it can be 
carried. * * And this the divine law requires of Christians at 
all times, and in all circumstances. [ft it be the duty of Christians 
to obey the first and fundamental law of God's kingdom, then it 
is their constant and indispensable duty to be perfectly holy in this 


The gospel, as well as the law, requires of Christians, in this 
ite. constant holiness, 

This appears by a multitude of precepts and prohibitions con- 
tained in the New ‘Testament. It is difficult, and needless to 
mention them all, but Twill cite a number, which are plainly and 
to the purpose. 

Those prec epts Which require saints to do every thing from 
wae to God, pequits them to be constantly holy and free from sin. 

Paul says, ** Whether therefore ye eat, or drink, or Whatsoever 
ve do, do all to the glory of God.” Again, « Let all your things 
be done with charity ; * that is, with pure, holy love. And to the 
Colossians he says, * Above all these things, put on charity, which 
is the bond of perfeectness. And Whatsoever ye do, in word or 
deed, do all in the name of the Lord Jesus, giving thanks to ag | 


and the Father by him.” Again, «+ W hatsoever ye do, do 1 
heartily, as unto the Lord, and not unto men.” These Tivine 


precepts are universal, and unlimited, They require Christians fo 
do every thing in love and obedience to God. But to do eve ry 
thine im sue . a manner, is to be constantly and pe rfectly holy. 
As these prece pts admit of no qualification, or exception, the ‘y bind 
Christians to maintaim constant holiness, through the whole course 
ot lives,

j exhorts them to maintain that perfection, which he wished them to 

‘ have.* “Finally, brethren, farewell. Be perfect, be of one 

" mind, live in peace ; and the God of love and peace shall be with 

‘ you.’ Torthe Galatians he says, “If we live in the spirit, let us 


: also walk in the spirit.” On-the Philippians he enjoins to do 
| ‘ whatsoever things are true, whatsoever things are honest, what- 
soever things are just, whatsoever things are pure, whatsoever 
things are lovely, and whatsoever things are of good report.” 
Peter says, “Wherefore gird up the loins of your mind, be sober 
and hope to the end, for the grace that is to be brought unto you 
i | at the revelation of Jesus Christ; as obedient children, not fash- 
loning yourselves according to the former lusts in your ignorance. 


But as he who hath called you is holy, so be ye holy in all manner 
of conversation, Because it is written, be ye holy, for [am holy.” 
These precepts are exceeding broad, and extend to every branch 
of a Christian’s duty ; and require him to be. perfeetly holy in 
heart and life. 

4. All those precepts which require Christians to resist all oppo- 

sition and surmount all difhiculues in the path of duty, require 
ie them to be perfectly holy. 
Christians are required to resist the devil and all his evil sug- 
i, vestions. Says James, * Resist the devil.” Peter —* Be sober, be 
! Vigilant; because your adversary, the devil, as a roaring lion, 
walketh about seeking whom he may devour. Whom resist steadfast 
in the faith.” Paul —* Wherefore take unto you the whole armor 
of God, that ye may be able to withstand in the evil day, and having 
done all to stand. Stand, therefore, having your loins girt about 
with truth, and having on the breast-plate of righteousness ; and 
your feet shod with the preparation of the gospel of peace ; above 
all, taking the shield of faith, whereby ye may be able to quench 
all the fiery darts of the wicked.” | 

Christians are required to resist and overcome the world in 
every form, in which it obstructs their holy and devout life. John 
says, “Love not the world, neither the things of the world. If 
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any man love the world, the love of the Father is not in’ him.” 
Paul, “ Be not conformed to this world ; but be ye transformed by 
the renewing of your minds.” Again, * Abstain from all appear- 
ance of evil” 

Christians are warned against the men of the world, as well as 
the things of the world. Our Lord bids his followers, « Beware of 
men, beware of false prophets, and take heed and beware of 
Seribes and Pharisees.” And the Apostles warn Christians to 
beware of false spirits, false teachers, and all who Tie in wait. to 
deceive. 

Christians are urged also to feel and conduct with benevolence 
and propriety towards enemies. Christ commands them, * ‘To 
love. their enemies, and bless those who curse them, and to do 
vood to those that hate them.” The Apostle exhorts, “ Bless and 
curse not. Be not overcome with evil, but overcome evil with 

Temporal evils and afflictions are great trials ; but Christians 
are required to feel and conduct perfectly right under them. ‘They 
are to be patient in tribulation, not to despise chastenings, nor to 
faint under divine rebuke, nor to think it strange that they are 
called to fiery trials, but to rejoice under them. = Ina word, Chiris- 
ans are required to feel and act. perfeetly right, notwithstanding - 
all the assaults of Satan, all the allurements of the world, all the 
opposition of sinners, and all the trials and troubles which fall to 
their lot.) ‘They are required to feel and conduct according to the 
law of love, at all times, in all places, and in all circumstances. 
And this certainly amounts to their being required to be perfectly 
holy and devoted to God, in this life. [ may add, 

9. ‘That all those passages of Scripture, which enjoin it upon 
Christians to put away, mortify, and subdue all sin, require them 
to be perfectly holy. | 


The gospel abounds with injunctions and admonitions to 
this purpose, * "Phe grace of God,’ says the Apostle, that 
bringeth salvation, hath appeared to all men, teaching us 
that denying all ungodliness and worldly lusts, we should. live 
soberly, righteously, and godly, in this present world.’ And 
Peter says, * Wherefore, laying aside afl ‘malice, and cuile, and 
hypocrisies, and envies, and evil: speakingsas new born babes, 
desire the sincere milk of the word, that ve, may grow thereby.” 
Paul says, * Abhor that which is evil; cleave to that whieh is 
rood. * Again, * Put off the old man, and put on the new 
man, Which after God is created in righteousness and. true 


"The ttalics here, and elsewiere, are the Dr's. 
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Thus it appears, from the light of nature, from the law of God, 
and from the gospel of Christ, that Christians ought to be perfectly 
holy, and totally free from sin in this life. See sermons, pp. 
A11-—16. 

We do not wish, however, to deceive the reader. Dr. Emmons 
did not believe that any Christians are perfectly holy here. In 
another sermon he teaches, “It is essential to the Christian char- 
acter in this life to be morally perfect, and morally imperfect. 
Paul, in his best estate, had some holy, and some unholy aflec- 
tions.” In another place he informs us that Christians “ Are’ the 
most inconsistent persons in the world.” That this inconsistency 
“is peculiar to Christians, and one thing which distinguishes them 
from sinners ; and therefore instead of being an evidence against” 
those who are thus inconsistent, it “is an evidence in_ their 
favor!” * | 

Who could endure to hear an enemy to our holy religion say 
this! Who will believe it, though spoken by a friend ! 

The truth is here — that which can be thus clearly proved from 
Scripture and reason must be true. Else revelation, reason, would 
avail us nothing. Assertions of men, when contrary to what they 
themselves show to be the word of God, can avail only this — to 
exhibit the inconsistency of those who make them.

REV. JAMES MUDGE. 


When our friends are removed by death, then it is that our fond recollec- 
tions love to linger about their virtues, and to dwell on those lovely features 
which in life imparted grace and glory to their character. God designs we 
should do so. He says in his holy word, “ Mark the perfect man and behold 
the upright; for the end of that man is peace.” In the eleventh chapter of 
Hebrews, we are particularly encouraged to faith and obedience by a reference 
to the lives, character, and reward of the righteous dead. How true it is of 
such, though “being dead, they yet speak.” Thus it may be said of our be- 
loved brother, Rev. James Mudge, who died at Greenfield, Feb. 28, 1846, in the 
doth year of his age. 

His memory will long be cherished by his friends as a rich, a choice trea- 
sure. Those who knew him best, loved him most. Would that this could be 
said of every minister. The writer enjoyed an intimate and familiar acqualn- 
tance with the deceased, some six or seven of the last years of his life; and 
hopes none of his relatives, or others, will be offended at this humble tribute of 
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regard thus expressed for his iny aluable friendship. It is done with a desire 
thit others may also be benefited. | 

The writer has no intention of giving any thing like a sketch of his early 
life conversion, call to the ministry, public labors, &c.; but would briefly no- 
tice his love for souls, and his devotedness to the cause of Christian holiness. 


‘If my memory serves me he stated that it was in 1832 or 33 that he obtained 
‘the blessing of entire sanctification. Ile had long been seeking it, and most 


fervently desired an undoubted evidence of the work before he obtained it, but 
when he did get the evidence, the writer has had no intimation that le ever for 


a moment lost it. He has given many assurances of possessing it from time to 


time, and of its being “ full and clear”. On this hallowed theme he seemed to - 
dwell with constancy and unmingled delight. He ardenuy foved it, faithfully 
preached it, and more than this, he /rved it. I have never met with the Christian 
who seemed always so alive, as he was, to every duty and principle connected 
with this holy doctrine. I have no recollection of ever meeting him, or receiv- 
ing a letter from him, without witnessing on his part an evident design to make 
me more holy and useful. Probably there is not an individual in all the places 
were he has labored, whom he visited in the capacity of a Pastor, who cannot 
attest to his faithfulness in this respect. ‘To be holy and useful to the utmost 
of his ability, was the great and unceasing object of his life. Few have done 
so much in so short a time and with such feeble health, for the advancement of 
the Redeemer’s cause. He was remarkable for his believing prayers and per- 
sonal efforts for the souls of individuals. The blessed results of his labors in 
this way, eternity alone can disclose. He intended, had his health and life 
been spared a little longer, to write a tract on the subject of personal effort. In 
a letter before me, in reference to his mode of labor for the salvation of souls, 
at a certain time, he says, “ We (including his beloved companion) are placing 
more dependence on prayer than ever before. Last week we got some of the 
young men into our room and prayed till they were converted. This has oc- 
curred several times. I never had so much faith in supplicating for others. I_ 
have far clearer views of faith in asking for their immediate conversion. Yes- 
terday it was the burden of our supplication that the day might not pass without 
conversions; we labored for it, and believed for it, so God gave it to us.” Not 
far from this time his mind was much exercised with recard “to gaining the 
witness” that God would convert individuals for whom we prayed, and speaks 
of “ having had some such answers to prayer,” and also expresses a desire “ to 
know more about such things.” He then very tenderly alludes to an uncon- 
verted brother for whose salvation he was deeply interested, and Inquires, 
“ What is your faith for his conversion ?” The Lord grant that the speedy in- 
telligence may go from earth to heaven, that the dear brother alluded to js 
converted, and that the sainted brother in heaven may have his joy (if possible) 
heightened with the angels of God over another repentant sinner. 

In another letter he says, in reference to some of the people where he was 
laboring, “ Their’s is religion in earnest. There is much interest felt for 
entire sanctification. As many as fifteen profess to enjoy it.” Had he not been 
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personally fiithful he could not have stated this fact so definitely. But this was 
only an introduction to a close and searching appeal to the one he was ad- 
dressing, which is as follows: “ And now 8., how is it with your own soul? 
Have you a heart pure in the sight of God? All evil passions wholly sub- 
dued* © how much better we ean labor to-save immortal souls, if there are no 
enemies within! How much less we offend then, than at other thiuaes. TToliness 
isthe great qualification for usefulness. J] can sincerely say [never was more 
in Jove with it myself, | never felt a more clear evidence that all was on the 
altar, and of its acceptance, than at the present time. T have learned more than 
ever to expect a present blessing when Tam praying, Stull T feel that Pam only 
a beginner in these things, and that there is so much T have not attained that | 
seein to myself to know nothing about the deep things of God. There are 
depths, I have hardly made an effort to fathom, heights, that have scarcely at- 
tracted my gaze, much less have been my strongest effort to attain. Yet I seem 
like the mariner on the deep ocean, who has for days been straining his sight 
for land: though Jong unseen, he expects the next look it will be in view. So I 
am constantly expecting to gain those deep things which the Bible holds out to 
us.” Well, he has now gained his long des.red object, 
“ Faith in sight is swallowed up, 
And prayer im endless praise.” 

Another prominent feature in the character of our ceparted brother, was his 
love for the Word of God. Tle was in the habit of studying iton his knees. Ve 
has remarked to the writer that he derived great benctit. from this course, and 
has spoken of some of the more snecessful class of ministers studying their 
sermons inthis way. He uadoubtedly did so himself when his health and cir- 
Cumstanees permitted, Some instances have come to the knowledge of 
the writer in which Jus) sermons and exhortations have had such an 
application to individual character and circumstances of which at the 
time he had ‘no knowledge, which are conclusive proof of his being 
divinely directed, Ile was so secret in his observance of the practice of studying 
the Bible and duty on his knees, that he omitted it fora while on account of a 
room-mate which he had fora short time. Tle says in reference to this, * My 
chum leaves ina week, then [shall resume this course.” He doubtless omitted 
studying in this way when he could not be entirely alone, from a desire not. to 
appear ostentatious. Probably very few of his intimate friends were aware of 
his habit in this respect. The letters from which the above extracts are made, 
were by their author considered as confidential, but as he has now passed to the 


Spirit land,” they are given to the public as being better testimonials of his 


real goodness of heart, than any thing the writer could say of him, The last 
few years of his life he seemed to approximate with rapid steps toward the great 
Centre of all good, and as he advanced himself he was untiring in his prayers 
and labors to draw others, especially his friends, onward and upward to the pure 
throne of the Eternal. There may we meet him, with all the blood-washed 
company, to sing praise to God and the Lamb for ever.
